CANADA - MANITOBA 
FOREST RENEWAL AGREEMENT 


THIS AGREEMENT made this 15th day of March, 1984. 


BETWEEN: THE GOVERNMENT OF CANADA, represented by the 
Minister of the Environment, (hereinafter referred to as 
“*Canada’’) 


OF THE FIRST PART, 


AND: THE GOVERNMENT OF THE PROVINCE OF MANITOBA, 
represented by the Minister of Natural Resources, (hereinafter 
referred to as “‘the Province’’) 


OF THE SECOND PART. 


WHEREAS Canada has adopted A Forest Sector Strategy for Canada, 
(1981) the key elements of which provide that the maintenance and efficient use of 
Canada’s forest resource is essential to the preservation and strengthening of the Canadian 
forest industry; 


AND WHEREAS the Province has adopted the Manitoba Forest Manage- 
ment Plan, 1981-2000 to ensure the preservation, protection, and strengthening of the 
forest industry of Manitoba; 


AND WHEREAS Ganada and the Province agree that the strengthening of 
the forest industry in the province will contribute to the economic development of 
Manitoba and Canada; 


AND WHEREAS Canada and the Province have entered into an Economic 
and Regional Development Agreement dated November 25, 1983 (hereinafter referred to 
as ‘‘the ERDA’’) for the purpose of facilitating joint co-operation in respect of economic 
and socio-economic development in Manitoba, through subsidiary agreements; 


AND WHEREAS the Governor in Council by Order-in-Council, P.C. 1984- 
2/680 of the 23rd day of February, 1984, has authorized the Minister of the Environment 
to enter into this Agreement on behalf of Canada; 


AND WHEREAS the Lieutenant Governor in Council by Order-in-Council 
No. 197/84 of the 22nd day of February, 1984, has authorized the Minister of Natural 
Resources, to enter into this Agreement on behalf of the Province; 


NOW THEREFORE the parties hereto agree as follows:

SECTION 1: DEFINITIONS 


In this Agreement: 


“‘cost-shared project’’ means a project undertaken within programs outlined 
in Schedule “‘B.1’’; 


‘‘Directorate’’ means the Federal-Provincial Directorate established pur- 
suant to subsection 3.1; 


‘‘Federal Director’’ means the Regional Director, Northern Forest Research 
Centre, Canadian Forestry Service, or his designate; 


‘‘Federal Minister’? means the Minister of the Environment, and includes 
any person authorized by him to act on his behalf; 


‘‘federal project’? means a project undertaken within programs outlined in 
Schedule ““B.3”’; 


“‘fiscal year’’ means the period commencing April | of any year and termi- 
nating on March 31 of the immediately following year, both dates inclusive; 


“*Ministers’’ means the Federal Minister and the Provincial Minister; 


‘program’? means a principal component of this Agreement as outlined in 
Schedule “*A”’; 


“‘project’’ means a specific activity forming a self-contained unit within a 
sub-program; 
‘Provincial Director’? means the Deputy Minister of Natural Resources or 
his designate; 


“*Provincial Minister’? means the Minister of Natural Resources, and in- 
cludes any person authorized by him to act on his behalf; 


““provincial project’ means a project undertaken within programs outlined in 
Schedule ‘‘B.2’’; 


‘“‘sub-program’’ means a group of related projects within a program; 


‘“‘work plan’’ means an outline, including cost estimates, of projects to be 
undertaken during one fiscal year within programs outlined in one of Sche- 
duleSs Bale B a One brome 


“‘contract(s)’’ means a signed legal document between one or both parties to 
this Agreement and either the other- party or an outside agency, group or 
person(s); 


“industry participation’? means contributions by the forest industry sector 
which may take the form of direct fiscal contribution or the direct delivery of 
a project or any part thereof, of a sub-program of this Agreement; and 


‘‘industrial forest management license area’? means forest lands under 
license to industry by the Province for which the industry has forest manage- 
ment responsibility. 


SECTION 2: OBJECTIVES AND SUBJECT MATTER 


Pepi The purpose of this Agreement is to enable Canada and the Province to 
undertake programs of forest resource development in accordance with the strategy 
outlined in Schedule ‘*A’’, attached to and forming part of this Agreement. This Agree- 
ment is consistent with A Forest Sector Strategy for Canada (1981), and the Manitoba 
Forest Management Plan, 1981-2000 of the Province. 


Djs The primary objectives of this Agreement are: 


(a) to assist in the development and maintenance of timber supplies sufficient to 
ensure the long-term viability of the forest industry in Manitoba; 


(b) to promote the efficient utilization of the forest resource in Manitoba; and 


(c) to contribute to the economic development of the Manitoba forestry sector, 
including the improvement of employment opportunities in the sector. 


29 Pursuant to the objectives set forward in subsection 2.2, the goals of this 
Agreement are: 


(a) to contribute to accelerated economic development in the forest sector. This 
will be accomplished through the implementation of improved forest man- 
agement practice, technological innovation, and industrial expansion within 
the context of federal and provincial policies; 


(b) to maintain existing and create new direct and indirect employment opportu- 
nities in remote areas. This will be accomplished by enhancing the long-term 
viability of the forest industry; 


(c) to work towards increasing timber supply to a level needed to meet a 
projected two percent annual increase in demand to the year 2000; 


(d) to promote closer and improved utilization of the forest resource. The 
emphasis will be to minimize the costs associated with transporting wood to 
the mills; 

(e) to strengthen research and technology transfer capability in support of inten- 
sive management activities. There will be a commitment to shorten the time 
between research findings and implementation; and 

(f) to provide the required expertise and funds aimed at improving forest man- 
agement on federal and provincial crown lands, on private woodlots, and on 
industrial forest management license areas. 


2.4 As outlined in Schedule “‘A’’, and subject to the terms and conditions of this 
Agreement, including Schedules ““B’’, ““B.1’’, ‘‘B.2’’, and “*B.3’’, attached to and 
forming part of this Agreement, Canada and the Province will implement the following 
programs: 

Program A: Forest Renewal; 

Program B: Intensive Forest Management; 

Program C: Applied Research, Technology Transfer, and Opportunity Iden- 

tification; and 
Program D: Public Information, Evaluation and Administration. 


Pi) In support of the objectives of this Agreement and in recognition that the 


Province has the primary responsibility for the development, conservation, and manage- 
ment of the forest resources within the province, it is agreed that programs outlined in 


Schedule ‘‘B.1’’ shall be cost-shared by Canada and the Province; programs outlined in 
Schedule ‘‘B.2’’ shall be funded by the Province; and programs outlined in Schedule 
‘“*B.3”° shall be funded by Canada. 


SECTION 3: ADMINISTRATION AND MANAGEMENT

To ensure coordination of effort and compatibility of approach, the Ministers 
will establish a Federal-Provincial Directorate to administer and implement 
this Agreement. The Directorate shall consist of the Regional Director, 
Northern Forest Research Centre, Environment Canada, or his delegate, who 
shall act as the federal co-chairman of the Directorate; and the Deputy 
Minister of Natural Resources, or his delegate, who shall act as the provincial 
co-chairman of the Directorate. 


Two non-voting members may be appointed to the Directorate pursuant to 
Section 6.3 of the ERDA.

provide a report to both Ministers regarding the status of programs, sub- 
programs and projects under the Agreement on an annual basis or as re- 
quested by the Ministers. This report will be provided to the Ministers by 
June | of each year. 


Decisions of the Directorate shall be valid and binding only if both co- 


chairmen agree in writing. In those cases where the Directorate is unable to reach a 


decision, the matter shall be referred to the Ministers. Where the Ministers, after 
consultation, agree on a decision with respect to the matter, that decision is final and 
binding. 

3.4 The Canadian Forestry Service shall be responsible for liaison and program 
coordination among the departments and agencies of Canada involved in projects im- 
plemented pursuant to this Agreement. 


SES The Department of Natural Resources shall be responsible for liaison and 
program coordination among the departments and agencies of the Province involved in 
projects implemented pursuant to this Agreement. 


3.6 The signature of the co-chairmen of the Directorate shall be sufficient 
verification for the purpose of this Agreement, or for any recommendation or decision 
made, or approval given by the Directorate. 


37) Upon the execution of this Agreement, Canada shall designate a person to be 
the Federal Program Manager and the Province shall designate a person to be the 
Provincial Program Manager. Either the Federal Program Manager or the Provincial 
Program Manager may delegate to another person responsibility for any or all of the 
activities for which he is responsible. 


3.8 The duties and responsibilities of the Federal Program Manager shall be: 


(a) to coordinate the activities of the federal departments and agencies which 
may be designated to carry out cost-shared projects or which may be other- 
wise involved in the implementation of this Agreement; 


(b) to manage federal projects; 
(c) to consult regularly with the Provincial Program Manager; 
(d) to monitor the use of federal funds under this Agreement; and 


(e) to perform other duties and tasks assigned by the Federal Director or the 
Directorate. 


Shae) The duties and responsibilities of the Provincial Program Manager shall be: 
(a) to coordinate the activities of the provincial departments and agencies which 
may be otherwise involved in the implementation of this Agreement; 
(b) to manage provincial projects; 
(c) to consult regularly with the Federal Program Manager; and 


(d) to perform other duties and tasks assigned by the Provincial Director or the 
Directorate. 


SECTION 4: IMPLEMENTATION PROCEDURES 


4.1 This Agreement shall commence on and take effect from the date on which it 
is signed by the Ministers and shall terminate on March 31, 1989, or such earlier date as 
may be agreed to in writing by the Ministers. No project may be approved after the 
termination date of this Agreement, and no project completion date shall extend beyond 
March 31, 1989, and no claim shali be paid by Canada unless it is received by June 30, 
1989. 


4.2 During the term of this Agreement, the Province shall be responsible for the 
implementation of the programs within Schedule **B.1”’ as directed by the Directorate in 
accordance with the terms of this Agreement. 


4.3 During the terrn of this Agreement, the Province shall either undertake 
directly or shall arrange for the undertaking of programs within Schedule *‘B.2”’. 


4.4 During the term of this Agreement, Canada shall either undertake directly or 
shall arrange for the undertaking of programs within Schedule *‘B.3”’. 


4.5 Either Canada or the Province may propose cost-shared projects. Proposals 
for such projects shall be submitted to the Directorate, prior to August | of each fiscal 
year, in an appropriate document which shall include the project name and description, the 
purposes and objectives of the project, an outline of how the project is to be carried out and 
progress reported, the anticipated completion date of the project, performance data as 
appropriate, the total cost of the project and the share of the cost to be borne by each of the 
parties involved, and whether revenue accruing from the project is shareable between 
Canada and the Province, and if so, in what proportion, and such other information as may 
be required by the Directorate. On the basis of such proposals, the Federal and Provincial 
Managers shall, prior to August | of each fiscal year, prepare and submit to the Directorate 
for its approval a work plan for cost-shared projects for the subsequent fiscal year. 


4.6 (1) Canada and the Province shall be responsible for the identification of federal 
projects and provincial projects, respectively, and shall prepare project 
descriptions which shall include the purposes and objectives of the project, an 
outline of how the project is to be carried out, the anticipated completion date 
of the project, performance data as appropriate, and the total cost of the 
project. Canada and the Province shall, prior to August | of each fiscal year, 
prepare and submit to the Directorate for review, work plans for federal 
projects and provincial projects, respectively, together with relevant project 
descriptions. The findings of any such review shall not be binding on the 
party proposing a work plan. However, nothing in this Agreement prevents 
one of the parties, with the consent of the other, from being involved by 
contract in the activities and responsibilities of the other. 


4.6 (2) Notwithstanding sections 4.5 and 4.6(1), projects or any parts thereof may be 
implemented using industry participation. 


4.7 Upon completion of each project, the party responsible for the implementa- 
tion agrees to accept full responsibility for the completed project’s operation, maintenance 
and repair, except in cases where other federal-provincial arrangements specifically 
apply. 

4.8 All contracts respecting cost-shared projects shall be planned and approved 
by Canada and the Province and awarded in accordance with procedures approved by the 
Directorate and, unless in the opinion of the Directorate it is impractical to do so, shall be 
let pursuant to tenders invited by public advertisement and awarded to the qualified and 
responsible tenderer submitting the lowest evaluated bid. All public advertising of tenders 
shall acknowledge the contribution of Canada and the Province. Contracts shall be in 
accordance with relevant Federal and Provincial regulations. 


4.9 In the awarding of jointly approved contracts pursuant to the recommenda- 
tion of the Directorate, Canadian materials, machinery and equipment, and services of 
firms or individuals shall be used in respect of all work under this Agreement to the extent 
to which it is practical and consistent with economy and efficiency. 


4.10 All announcements of contract awards respecting cost-shared projects shall 
be made jointly by Canada and the Province.

Any jointly approved contracts awarded pursuant to this Agreement shall be 


awarded in accordance with procedures to be approved by the Directorate and shall 


provide that:

all reports, documents, plans, maps, and other material prepared thereunder 
shall become the property of the parties hereto; 


any voting member of the Directorate or his duly authorized representative 
shall be permitted to inspect the subject matter of the contract at all reasonable 
times; 

recruiting of labour shall be conducted through the offices of the Canada 
Employment and Immigration Commission (CEIC) unless, the Directorate 
considers, after consultation with CEIC, that this service cannot be reason- 
ably provided; 


in accordance with human rights legislation of Canada and the Province, and 
subject to the provisions of the Affirmative Action Program of the Province, 
there shall be no discrimination by reason of race, sex, age, marital status, 
national origin, colour, religion, or political affiliation in the employment of 
persons on a project; 


with regard to the applicability of labour standards, the parties agree that 
there shall be the following minimum standards: 


(i) rates of pay shall be those prevailing in the area of employment 
for each classification of work, subject to the minimum wage 
specified in provincial legislation; 

(ii) in building construction, the rate of pay for overtime shall be 
time and one-half the specified prevailing rate of pay after the 
hours stipulated for purposes of overtime payment in the re- 
levant provincial standards, which shall in no case be more than 
48 hours per week; 


(ii1) inroad and heavy construction, the rate of pay for overtime shall 
be time and one-half the specified prevailing rate of pay after the 
hours stipulated for purposes of overtime payment in the re- 
levant provincial standards, which shall in no case be more than 
50 hours per week; and 


(iv) labour conditions shall be specified in all tendering documents 
and contracts and shall be posted conspicuously in the work 
place; 


it being expressly understood and agreed that to the extent to which there are 
higher provincial standards applicable to particular occupations or regions, 
these higher provincial standards shall apply. 


Notwithstanding subsections 3.2(b), 4.5, and 4.6, work plans for the fiscal 
year ending March 31, 1984 may be prepared by the Program Managers and 
approved or reviewed during that fiscal year by the Directorate. 


The Directorate may, upon request of the Province, agree to fund projects 
which were commenced on or after April 1, 1983. 


SECTION 5: FINANCIAL PROVISIONS 


onl Subject to the terms and conditions of this Agreement and subject to the funds 
being made available by the Parliament of Canada, the contribution of Canada under this 
Agreement shall not exceed $13,580,000. 


a2 Subject to the terms and conditions of this Agreement and subject to the funds 
being made available by the Legislative Assembly of the Province, the contribution of the 
Province under this Agreement shall not exceed $13,580,000. 


S23 For costs incurred for cost-shared projects Canada shall contribute fifty 
percent (50%) and the Province shall contribute fifty percent (50%). 


5.4 (a) Subject to the terms and conditions of this Agreement, contributions by 
Canada and the Province towards projects undertaken in accordance with the 
Agreement shall not exceed the following levels: 


(i) in respect of cost-shared projects as outlined in Schedule B1, 
Canada shall contribute $1,640,000 and the Province shall con- 
tribute $1,640,000; 


(ji) in respect of provincial projects as outlined in Schedule B2, the 
Province shall contribute $11,940,000; and 


(111) in respect of federal projects as outlined in Schedule B3, Canada 
shall contribute $11,940,000. 


5.4 (b) The provincial Department of Finance shall be responsible for financial 
coordination of projects carried out by the Provincial Departments and 
agencies under this Agreement. 


Se) Canada and the Province shall manage their respective contributions to the 
programs under this Agreement in such a manner as to ensure that, to the extent possible 
and with full regard to administrative, logistical, and other constraints, including deci- 
sions of the Directorate or the Ministers, the contributions of the two parties are: 


(a) applied at similar rates over the term of this Agreement; and 


(b) during each fiscal year, allocated among cost-shared projects, federal pro- 
jects, and provincial projects in a manner consistent with the proportionate 
distribution described in subsection 5.4. 


5.6 The eligible costs to be financed or shared under this Agreement in respect of 
cost-shared projects or any portion thereof shall include all costs reasonably and properly 
incurred by the Province for work performed in accordance with this Agreement for the 
Province by any person, municipality, or corporation for the acquisition of equipment or 
the performance of work or services for the execution of the project, together with such 
costs, as determined by the Directorate, which result from the hiring of staff or acquisition 
of equipment by the Province for the specific purpose of carrying out the said project. 


SECTION 6: PAYMENT PROCEDURES 


6.1 (a) Subject to subsections 6.1(b) and 6. 1(c) payments by Canada for cost-shared 
projects shall be made promptly to the Province on the basis of progress 
claims setting out the eligible costs actually incurred and paid. Claims shall 
be submitted in a form satisfactory to the Ministers, bearing a Provincial 
Audit certificate, and certified by a senior officer of the Provincial Depart- 
ment of Finance. 


(b) —Inorder to assist with the interim financing of Canada’s share of eligible costs 
for programs under this Agreement, Canada may make, if the Province so 
requests, quarterly interim payments based on a forecast of Canada’s share of 
the funds required for costs that will be actually incurred and paid, prepared 
by the Province, certified by a senior officer of the provincial Department of 
Finance and submitted in a form satisfactory to the Ministers. 


(c) The Province shall account for each quarterly interim payment received 
under the provisions of subsection 6. 1(b) by submitting to Canada, within the 
first two months of the immediately following quarter, a detailed statement of 
expenditures actually incurred and paid, submitted in a form and verified in a 
manner satisfactory to the Ministers and certified by a senior finance officer 
of the provincial Department of Finance and bearing a Provincial Audit 
certificate. Any discrepancy between the amount paid by Canada by way of 
interim payments and the amount actually payable shall be promptly adjusted 
between Canada and the Province. 


(d) No interim payment shall be made in a subsequent fiscal year until the interim 
payments made in the previous fiscal year have been liquidated by claims for 
expenditures actually incurred and paid, certified by a senior officer of the 
provincial Department of Finance and bearing a Provincial Audit certificate, 
and any outstanding balance of the payment has been repaid or accounted for 
in a form or in a manner Satisfactory to the Ministers. 


(e) |The co-chairmen of the Directorate may make arrangements under which the 
Province may apply any interim payments received from Canada to provide 
for the federal share of eligible expenditures incurred and paid but not 
claimed in previous quarters and Canada may apply audited claims received 
against interim payments. 


6.2 The Province shall maintain proper and accurate accounts and records relat- 
ing to the cost of cost-shared projects undertaken pursuant to this Agreement and shall 
make such accounts and records available at all reasonable times for inspection and audit 
by Canada. 

6.3 Any discrepancy between the amounts paid and amounts actually payable as 
disclosed by any such audit shall be promptly adjusted between the parties. 


SECTION 7: EVALUATION 


Ted During the term of this Agreement, and in no case later than the end of the 
fiscal year ending March 31, 1987, Canada and the Province shall jointly effect an 
assessment of the programs listed in Schedule “‘A’’ with regard to the stated objectives of 
A Forest Sector Strategy for Canada, the Manitoba Forest Management Plan, 1981-2000 
and this Agreement. The Terms of Reference of this assessment shall be determined by the 
Directorate and shall include the preparation of recommendations for cooperation between 
Canada and the Province in forest development after the expiry of this Agreement. Upon 
completion, this assessment shall be submitted to the Ministers and may be published 
under their joint authority. 

Thee? Within one year of the coming into force of this Agreement, a review of base 
line data shall be conducted upon which an evaluation of the impact of the Agreement can 
be based. 


W83: Within six months of the termination of each fiscal year, a joint report 
regarding the projects undertaken pursuant to this Agreement during the said fiscal year 
shall be prepared for the Directorate by the Federal Program Manager, and the Provincial 
Program Manager. 


7.4 To assist in the preparation of reports pursuant to this section, Canada and the 
Province shall each provide to the other, within three months of the end of each fiscal year, 
a report regarding federal projects and provincial projects, respectively. 


SECTION 8: COORDINATION 


8.1 Canada and the Province shall apply relevant federal and provincial prog- 
rams, and joint programs under relevant Canada-Manitoba agreements to assist in the 
effective implementation of this Agreement, subject to the provisions of such programs 
and Agreements, and the availability of funds. Senior officials responsible for the 
administration of such programs shall be advised of, and have the right to participate in, 
discussions of the Directorate relevant to their programs. 


SECTION 9: MONITORING 


Onl Any voting member of the Directorate or his representative shall be permitted 
to inspect any cost-shared project at all reasonable times for the purpose of verifying 
progress claims and obtaining any other information concerning the project which may be 
required by the Federal Minister or the Provincial Minister. 


SECTION 10: PUBLIC INFORMATION 


10.1 Canada and the Province agree to cooperate in the development and imple- 
mentation of a program of public information respecting the implementation of projects 
under this Agreement. 


10.2 Canada agrees to supply, and the Province agrees to erect and maintain, on 
the direction of the Directorate: 


(a) during the undertaking of cost-shared projects, a project sign or signs consis- 
tent with federal and provincial identity graphics guidelines, in both official 
languages, specifying that the relevant project is a Canada-Manitoba Forest 
Resource Development Project, financed by contributions from the Govern- 
ment of Canada and the Government of Manitoba, or such wording to the like 
effect as may be agreed upon by the Ministers; and 


(b) where relevant, upon completion of each project, a permanent sign or plaque 
to the effect set forth in clause 10.2(a). 


10.3 Any public announcement regarding cost-shared projects under this Agree- 
ment, as well as any official opening ceremony for any cost-shared project under this 
Agreement, where such ceremony is appropriate, shall be arranged jointly by the Minis- 
ters. 


10.4 Canada and the Province shall ensure that where possible all public docu- 
ments and advertising relating to cost-shared projects under this Agreement, including, 
but not limited to, news releases, tender calls, contracts, and other fnancial documents, 
are distinctive to this Agreement and fully reflect the contribution of both parties to this 
Agreement. 


SECTION 11: ENVIRONMENTAL ASSESSMENT 


iil The intent of both the Federal Environmental Assessment and Review 
Process and the Provincial Environmental Impact Assessment Policy shall be followed for 
all projects or groups of projects cost-shared under this Agreement. All projects or groups 
of projects shall be reviewed by the Directorate in the early planning stages according to 
the Screening Guide provided by the Chairman, Environmental Assessment Panel, 
Canada Department of the Environment and the screening criteria of the Department of the 
Environment, Manitoba. If review indicates possible adverse environmental effects, the 
procedures specified in the Federal Environmental Assessment and Review Process or the 
procedures of the provincial Environmental Impact Assessment Policy shall be adhered to 
for further evaluation of project impact. 


SECTION 12: GENERAL 


Al Where a party is responsible for the implementation of a cost-shared project 
under this Agreement, it shall indemnify and save harmless the other party, its officers, 
servants, and agents, against all claims and demands of third parties in any way arising out 
of the implementation of such project, except as such claims or demands relate to the act or 
negligence of any officer, employee, or agent of the other party. 


22 Proprietary interest in any equipment or facility obtained by Canada or the 
Province under Schedules B1, B2 or B3 of this Agreement, shall be agreed upon by the 
Directorate at the time of project approval.

CANADA - MANITOBA 
FOREST RENEWAL AGREEMENT 


SCHEDULE “A” 
1. INTRODUCTION 


The Government of Canada, in adopting A Forest Sector Strategy for Cana- 
da, has recognized that significant constraints are hindering the development of Canada’s 
forest industry. The Government of Manitoba, in its Manitoba Forest Management Plan, 
1981-2000 has recognized that significant new approaches are required if the industry in 
the province is to be maintained and strengthened. Both Canada and Manitoba recognize 
that the forest industry contributes significantly to the economic strength and diversifica- 
tion of the economies of Canada and Manitoba. The two levels of government also agree 
that the security of timber supply and ensuring the most efficient use of existing supplies 
are issues which must be addressed if the industry is to survive. The intent of this 
agreement is to build on initiatives begun under the 1976-1982 Canada-Manitoba North- 
lands Agreement and on other joint activities related to forest development in Manitoba. 
The goals of this new federal/provincial initiative are: 


(a) to assist in the development and maintenance of timber supplies sufficient to 
ensure the long-term viability of the forest industry in Manitoba; 


(b) to promote the efficient utilization of the forest resource in Manitoba; and 


(c) to contribute to the economic development of the forestry sector, including 
the improvement of employment opportunities in the sector. 


2. BACKGROUND 


(a) HISTORICAL 


From the addition of the Northwest Territories of Canada in 1870, the federal 
government has played a major role in the development of the forest resource in Manitoba. 
For 60 years, until 1930, the forests were under direct federal control. 


The forest industry is one of Manitoba’s oldest industries and commercial 
logging of the forest resource was being undertaken before Manitoba joined Confedera- 
tion in 1870. This early activity accelerated in the following decades in response to 
demands created by railroad construction, the growth of Winnipeg, and homesteading 
activities. 


Considerable growth occurred in the industry between 1870 and 1920 as 
logging and manufacturing activities expanded into the province’s northern forests. In 
1927, a major manufacturing facility was constructed at Pine Falls. This plant, currently 
owned by Abitibi Price Inc., remains in operation and is one of the largest mills in 
Manitoba. 


The forest industry experienced an increase in harvest levels from 502,000 m? 
in 1930 to 1,005,000 m* in 1950, but the harvest gradually declined in the late 1950’s and 
throughout the 1960’s to a low of 794,000 m* in 1965. Total harvest levels increased 
sharply with the construction of Churchill Forest Industries (now Manitoba Forest Re- 
sources Ltd.) pulp and paper mill at The Pas in 1971. Since that time, harvest levels have 
fluctuated around 2 million m’ per year. 


In 1978, the Manitoba Department of Natural Resources completed a report 
entitled The Status of Forestry in Manitoba. A follow-up report entitled Objectives for the 
80's identified specific programs aimed at enhancing forest management activities in the 
province. These programs were implemented as part of the Canada-Manitoba Subsidiary 
Agreement on Northern Development and resulted in the expenditure of a total of $5.2 
million over the two years after 1979. One of the jointly funded projects produced the 
Manitoba Forest Management Plan, 1981-2000 which is now being implemented by the 
Province. 


While primary responsibility for forest management has been with the 
Province for many years, the Government of Canada has recognized its responsibility to 
provide support to the Province and a variety of mechanisms have been developed. The 
federal government has maintained research facilities which have contributed significant- 
ly to the development of new technology for both the management and utilization of the 
forest resource. The federal government has also contributed to the acquisition of fire- 
fighting equipment. 

Most recently, the federal and provincial governments have co-operated in 
the development of sectoral or subsidiary agreements under the Canada-Manitoba General 
Development Agreement of 1974. In addition, funding has been provided through federal 
regional industrial incentive grants, and federal/provincial Special ARDA programs. 


(b) RESOURCES 


The Province of Manitoba is characterized by three general types of ecosy- 
stems. Transition lands and tundra occur in the northern quarter of the province and prairie 
and agricultural lands are situated in the most southerly portions of the province. Between 
these two geographical zones lies the forest zone, a broad band running through the central 
portion and into the most southeasterly part of the province. The forests of Manitoba 
contain 209 million m* of merchantable deciduous material and 445 million m°* of 
merchantable coniferous material on a stocked productive forest land area of 127 000 km’. 
Ninety-one percent of this area is retained under provincial ownership and is managed by 
the provincial government. In terms of commercial utilization, softwood species are the 
most important, accounting for 87% of the total harvest in 1978-79. At present, utilization 
of hardwoods is at a low level due to economic and technological circumstances. 


A primary goal of Manitoba’s Department of Natural Resources is to manage 
Manitoba’s forests on a sustained yield basis. This objective entails determining the 
volume of timber which the forest land base is capable of providing on an annual basis for 
an indefinite period of time. This value is termed the annual allowable cut (AAC) and it 
represents the magnitude of technically (although not necessarily economically) available 
resources. The present softwood AAC in Manitoba is about 5.8 million m* per year. Based 
on the average actual annual cut between 1975 and 1980, only about 27 percent of the 
AAC is actually harvested. This low level of utilization is somewhat misleading as 
approximately 60 percent of this apparent surplus is currently inaccessible. 


There are indications that, given current management practices, Manitoba’s 
softwood AAC may have to be reduced considerably. The Department of Natural 
Resources has predicted that the available softwood supply (represented by AAC) in the 
currently-harvested zone could be less than | million m* by 1995, equaling only half of the 
current annual demand for timber. The implication for Manitoba’s future forest industry is 
that a significant decline is imminent if new measures to enhance the magnitude and 
productivity of the forest base are not undertaken. 


(c) ECONOMIC 


Manitoba’s present forest industry is comprised of 284 firms, most of which 
are small, part-time sawmill operations. However, a number of major industrial facilities 
also exist and are the principle forces in many local economies in Manitoba. The two most 
important facilities are the Abitibi-Price Inc. newsprint mill at Pine Falls, and Manitoba 
Forestry Resources Ltd., an integrated sawmill and unbleached kraft pulp and paper mill 
at The Pas. Combined, the two mills account for 70 percent of the total softwood 
commitment and half of the total of primary wood-using industry employment in Man- 
itoba. 


Total direct employment generated by Manitoba’s primary forest industries 
in 1979-80 was over 2800 person-years. Indirect employment generated another 3400 
person-years of employment. The sector’s contribution to GPP as measured by value- 
added was $97 million. The forest industry in Manitoba is a basic activity and is thus an 
important earner of export dollars in both regional and provincial economies. In fact, 71 
percent of the industry’s total revenues occur from the sale of goods to extra-provincial 
markets. 


Forest industry manufacturing facilities are generally located close to the 
location of the resource and as a result, the primary forest manufacturing activities are 
largely rural in nature. Eighty-nine percent of forest industry employees are located 
outside of Winnipeg where alternate employment opportunities are limited. The forest 
industry is a primary industrial activity in eight rural communities and a further seven 
communities are heavily dependent on the industry. Forestry also provides excellent 
opportunities for employment of Manitoba’s residents of native ancestry. In 1979-80, 22 
percent of employees in Manitoba’s primary forest industry were of native ancestry. 


3. OPPORTUNITIES AND CONSTRAINTS 


The preparation of this agreement followed closely upon the publication of A 
Forest Sector Strategy for Canada (198) and followed the adoption by the province of the 
new Manitoba Forest Management Plan, 1981-2000. Both documents contributed to the 
already growing awareness of significant problems in the forestry sector among those 
persons directly involved in it, and among the public at large. As indicated in the two 
documents, the governments of Canada and Manitoba are committed to ensuring that the 
resources necessary to ensure the long-term survival of the forest industry are made 
available. 


The world demand for forest products has been forecasted to increase by two 
to three percent per year until the next century, and as a result, the forest industry offers 
considerable opportunities for increased levels of employment and incomes in areas 
within and near Manitoba’s forest lands. Additional benefits to the province will accrue in 
the form of increased export sales. 


As briefly described above, wood supply deficits in Manitoba are impending 
and these timber shortages will have a constraining influence on the ability to realize the 
economic opportunities inherent in Manitoba’s forest products industry. The cost of 
harvesting and delivering timber to the mill gate represents the greatest single cost of 
production in the manufacture of forest products. As a result, the importance of minimiz- 
ing these costs in order to maintain the competitiveness of Manitoba’s present and future 
forest industry cannot be understated. A number of features of Manitoba’s forest resource, 
however, tend to influence timber costs upwards. These include:

a high proportion of trees in small diameter classes; 
low volumes per hectare in some stands; 


existing species are bypassed due to their unsuitability with present proces- 
sing methods; 

a non-homogeneous mix of site types where unproductive forest lands are 
intermingled with productive and potentially productive sites; 

the current geographical distribution of the resource whereby much of the 
technically utilizable raw material is economically unavailable due to lack of 
developed access; 

an ever-increasing accumulation of productive but unstocked forest lands 
which have the potential to add significantly to the forest resource base, but 
remain idle after disturbance by harvesting or fire; 


an ever-increasing accumulation of forest land which is being converted to 
currently unpreferred species such as aspen following disturbance by harvest- 
ing or fire; and 

allocation of lands to uses other than timber production. 


These resource limitations are compounded by a series of forest management 


policy constraints which prevent the full realization of Manitoba’s forest industry poten- 
tial. These constraints include: 


(a)

a limited inventory data analysis and evaluation capability which hinders the 
opportunity-identification and project evaluation process; 


a less-than-satisfactory level and less-than-efficient transfer of basic and site 
specific research; and 


most importantly, an inadequate commitment of financial resources for forest 
renewal, stand management, and forest protection. 


Among the more important benefits which will result from implementation of 


this Agreement are greater opportunities for employment. Employment opportunities can 
be grouped into three categories: 


(a) 
(b) 


(c) 


direct and indirect employment created by activities under this Agreement; 


immediate employment impact which reflects industrial jobs either retained 
or increased as a result of immediate increases in allowable cut; and 


long-term employment impacts which reflect future industrial jobs created 
from increased timber supply. 


Although they are expected to be significant, precise estimate of employment 


levels resulting from the latter two impacts are difficult to determine with an acceptable 
degree of precision. It is possible, however, to derive estimates of employment opportuni- 
ties which will be generated by activities under this Agreement. The direct employment 
impact of the agreement is expected to be 748 person-years of full-time employment over 
the term of the Agreement. Assuming employment trends in the industry, the total direct 
and indirect employment created will be about 1,870 jobs. 


Employment in the direct employment category can be broken down further 


into a number of sub-categories, that is, highly qualified, skilled, semiskilled, and 
unskilled. The currently anticipated number of jobs in these categories is 131, 173, 223, 
and 221, respectively. 
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The extent to which activities under this Agreement can address the major 
social problem of unemployment among persons of native ancestry is of major import- 
ance. It is estimated that 375 person-years of employment for persons of native ancestry 
will be created under this Agreement. In addition, the training and experience provided to 
these workers through activities under the Agreement will improve their opportunities for 
sustained and meaningful employment after the expiry of the Agreement. 


4. STRATEGY 


In response to the opportunities and constraints, a strategy has been jointly 
developed by the province of Manitoba and the Government of Canada. This strategy is 
designed to increase forest productivity through genetic improvement, enhanced silvicul- 
ture practices, reducing the backlog of insufficiently restocked areas, curtailing the loss of 
productive land due to conversion to hardwoods, facilitating and encouraging industry to 
improve their forest management practices, closer monitoring of the changing supply 
situation, and raising of the public awareness of forestry issues. In addition, efforts will be 
made to improve and increase forest utilization by identifying and promoting opportuni- 
ties in this area and by minimizing the losses due to forest fires. The above activities will 
be augmented by research and development and related technology transfer. 


In order to achieve the general objectives of security and expansion of supply 
to encourage the long-term growth of the industry, the following programs will be 
implemented: 


(A) Forest Renewal; 
(B) Intensive Forest Management; 
(C) Applied Research, Technology Transfer, and Opportunity Identification; and 


(D) Public Information, Evaluation and Administration. 


5. PROGRAMS 


The major emphasis of the overall strategy will be the enhancement of forest 
renewal and intensive management in Manitoba through field programs, nursery mod- 
ernization and applied research and technology transfer. The relative importance of these 
programs is reflected in the funding applications provided in Schedules *“B.1”’, “*B.2”’, 
and ‘*B.3’’. Forest renewal and stand tending practices are identified as priority areas for 
forestry development in both A Forest Sector Strategy for Canada and the Manitoba 
Forest Management Plan, 1981-2000. 


The ongoing design and implementation of these programs will require the 
co-ordinated actions of several agencies of the federal and provincial governments. The 
following outline describes the programs which will be implemented under the terms of 
this agreement within the financial allocation presented in Schedules **B.1°’, ““B.2”’, and 
‘*B.3’’. Subprograms are included in the descriptions in order to more fully describe the 
program. This is not an exhaustive list. 


Program A Forest Renewal 


Since present levels of renewal activity will not sustain harvest levels suffi- 
cient to fulfill future needs in Manitoba, the objective of this program is to increase 
reforestation activities in order to convert the backlog of not-sufficiently restocked (NSR) 
lands into stocked productive lands. For the purposes of this agreement, four target areas 
are identified. They are provincial crown forests, private woodlots, federal crown lands, 
and industrial forest management license areas. Industry will also be encouraged to take a 
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more active role. Because of the importance of provincial crown-owned lands in total 
timber supply, the majority of funding under this program will be allocated to projects on 
these lands. 


Subprogram | Forest Renewal on Provincial Crown Lands 


According to a recent Canadian Forestry Service publication entitled Silvicul- 
ture Statistics for Canada, 1975-80, the average area planted over the five-year period on 
provincially administered lands in Manitoba (as a percentage of the area harvested) is the 
second lowest in the country. With the provincial government planning for a greater 
commitment of financial resources for the purposes of regenerating current cutovers, this 
situation will change. The past neglect, however, has resulted in the accumulation of some 
80,000 ha of NSR lands. This backlog represents a direct loss of the timber production 
base. 

The reforestation of unregenerated but potentially productive forest sites on 
provincial crown lands is thus identified as a major requirement to provide timber supplies 
adequate to ensure the continued viability of Manitoba’s forest industry. Components of 
this subprogram include: 


(a) the reforestation of some 15,000 ha of backlog NSR provincial crown lands; 


(b) follow-up treatments on selected lands to reduce mortality from rodents and 
minimize competition by undesirable plant species; 
(c) ongoing regeneration surveys on 3500 plots over 9000 ha to evaluate needs 
and monitor survival. 
Subprogram 2 Forest Renewal on Industrial Forest Management License Areas, 
Private Woodlots and Federal Lands. 

The reforestation of unregenerated backlog on industrial forest management 
license areas is a major requirement in providing timber supplies adequate to ensure the 
continued viability of Manitoba’s forest industries. Continued viability can also be 
ensured through the development of private forestry programs for private land owners and 
through the development of forest management programs for federal lands in Manitoba. 

The thrust of subprogram 2 will be directed at forest renewal activities on 
these lands. 


Program B Intensive Forest Management 


The provision of a special support program for intensive forest management 
in the form of stand tending treatments will have the most immediately realizable impact 
on timber supply. This economic impact will be greatest if stand-tending activities are 
practiced on areas located near existing processing centers. This program is comprised of a 
number of discrete activities including: 


(a) fertilization of stands in the intermediate and mature age classes; 


(b) conifer release to remove competing deciduous growth in natural and re- 
generated stands; 


(c) conifer release by harvesting the hardwood overstory in mixed stands; 
(d) drainage in selected black spruce stands; 


(e) juvenile spacing and precommercial thinning in young plantations and natu- 
ral stands; and 


(f) commercial thinning in natural stands of intermediate and mature age classes. 
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As was the case with Program A, four target areas are designated for 
implementation purposes. These are provincial crown lands, private woodlots, industrial 
forest management license areas, and federal lands. 


Subprogram 3 Forest Stand Tending on Provincial Crown Lands 


With the exception of the conifer release and thinning activities, all of the 
suggested improvement treatments will be limited in extent. The conifer release and 
thinning treatments may be extended to all forest sections. Total area treated will be 2,100 
ha over the term of the Agreement. 


Subprogram 4 Forest Stand Tending on Industrial Forest Management License 
Areas, Private Woodlots and Federal Lands. 


All release and thinning activities may be performed as they would be on 
provincial crown lands. Total area treated will be approximately 5500 hectares over the 
term of the Agreement. 

Program C Applied Research, Technology Transfer and Opportunity 
Identification 

By its very nature, this program is broad and diverse. It will provide a service 
function designed to ensure the necessary information is available to enhance the effective 
management and utilization of Manitoba’s forests. Within the program, five separate 
subprogram areas have been identified. 


Subprogram 5 Applied Research 
The following research activity areas will be considered for funding: 
(a) tree improvement programs such as seed orchards; 
(b) forest economics and forest resource data analysis; 
(c) yields of managed stands; 
(d) fire management systems and guidelines; 
(e) silviculture prescriptions; and 
(f) remote sensing. 


Many studies will require an integrated approach utilizing expertise from a 
cross-section of disciplines. Much of this will draw on the expertise of CFS research 
programs as well as on provincial expertise. 


Subprogram 6 Technology Transfer 


The Canadian Forestry Service (CFS) is the principle source of the expertise 
in forestry research in Canada. A primary objective of the organization is to conduct forest 
research and technology transfer activities in support of improved forest management for 
the economic, social, and environmental benefit of all Canadians. The purpose of this 
subprogram is to facilitate the prompt transmission and ultimate utilization of research 
results from CFS scientists to practicing field foresters. Two procedures for achieving this 
objective include improving the mechanisms for linking researchers to the field forester by 
providing funds to encourage more interaction between the two groups, and becoming 
directly involved in pilot projects to demonstrate the appropriateness of newly developed 
technologies and techniques. 


Subprogram 7 Opportunity Identification 


The purpose of this subprogram is to identify opportunities in the following 
subject areas: 


(a) hardwood utilization; 

(b) survey of timber supply needs of industries; 

(c) wood supply surveys on private woodlots and Indian reserves; and 

(d) large scale demonstration plots on industrial leaseholds. 
Subprogram 8 Resource Data Base System 


The purpose of this subprogram is to upgrade Manitoba’s capability to 
evaluate inventory data in order to meet the needs for expanded information requirements 
regarding the dynamics of Manitoba’s forest resource. The analysis and evaluation of 
actual or proposed changes in Manitoba’s forest resource base are critically important 
functions in developing predictions regarding wood supply. To adequately assess the 
effects of fire, disease, modified harvesting schedules, market adjustments, forest land 
alienation, and intensive forest management requires a more comprehensive system than 
what is presently available. 


Specifically, the subprogram will involve the installation of a geographically 
oriented computer storage, retrieval, and mapping system to monitor changes in growth 
and annually update inventory data. 


Subprogram 9 Electronic Systems for Enhanced Fire Protection 


The purpose of this subprogram is to improve the capability of Manitoba to 
limit the damage to its forests caused by fires. The impact of fires on Manitoba’s forests 
has been alarming in recent years and a continuance of this situation would have severe 
wood supply implications. 

The specific intent of this subprogram is to improve fire suppression response 
capability through the application of sophisticated electronic hardware. Expenditures may 
include items such as field micro-computers, radio communication systems, infrared 
sensing equipment, lightning location system, and high speed telecopiers. In addition, 
efforts within this subprogram will be made to influence public behavior for the purposes 
of fire prevention. 


Subprogram 10 Nursery Development 


The purpose of this subprogram is to upgrade Manitoba’s forest nurseries to 
better meet the projected requirement for tree seedlings for forest renewal in the province. 
Included in the nursery modernization are an additional twenty-three greenhouses, forty- 
six shade houses and a state-of-the-art cold storage building. 

Program D Public Information, Evaluation and Administration 
Subprogram |] Public Information 

To encourage the participation of residents of Manitoba in the development 
opportunities described in this agreement, Canada and Manitoba agree that information 
regarding the purpose, objectives, progress, and future directions of initiatives under this 
agreement shall be made available regularly to the residents of Manitoba and other 


interested Canadians. This subprogram will provide funds to carry out such information 
activities. 
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Subprogram 12 Evaluation 


The purpose of this subprogram is to evaluate the effectiveness of the specific 
projects in meeting the stated objectives of the agreement. The information provided by 
these evaluations 1s essential for monitoring the effectiveness of the activities and to allow 
for future improvements in program activities. 


Subprogram 13 Administration 


The objective of this subprogram is to provide for the administration and 
coordination of all programs under the agreement and to ensure the effective involvement 
of all agencies and government departments with related responsibilities. Activities will 
include the preparation of detailed proposals for programs and projects under this agree- 
ment, the preparation of annual work plans and program budgets, and the monitoring of 
progress of the work undertaken.
